The organization ts said to domi- 
nate the clothing-making Industry at 
Chicago, New York and Rochester, 
N. Y., the three clothing centers.

“One demagd of $3000 was paid 
by a Chicago firm,” he said “It was 
paid in three monthly installments.

Griesedieck, of 3250 Haw - 
therne boulevard, vice-president of 
the Griesedieck Beverage Co., con- 
feased to the police at 1 a. m. today 
that he murdered his sister-in-law, 
Vera O. Brooks, negress, °° years 
ol4, in the Griesedieck garage y*s- 
terday afternoon and wrappe! the 
body tm sacks and threw it on the 
Compton avenue viaduct over tho 
Terminal vards, where it was found 
at 6:60 p. m. 

The weapon used was a furnace 
shaker, with which the young ‘rom- 
an‘’s ekull was fractured three times. 

The young woman was the daugh- 
fer of John L. Brooks, a negro min- 
ister of Webster Groves, and was 
studying at Sumner High Schoo) to 
be a teacher. She boarded at the 
home of Samuel Lias, 4231W Lucky 
atreet. Sanders and his wife, Miss 
Breoks oslister, live at 3101 Pine 
atreet. 

With Griesediccks Two Years 

The chauffeur in his confession 
eaid that for two years he had been 
employed as the personal driver for 
Mise Frances Griesedieck, a sister of 
Henry E. Griesedieck, and that

used the automobile yesterday after- 
‘noon without her permission.

Money to “Certain Woman.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—The first 


step in the fight over the estate of 
Theodore P. Shonts, former head of 


the Interborough Rapid Transit Co., 
was taken yesterday when his widow, 
Mra. Milla D. Shonts, who had lived 
apart from him for several years, 
obtained an order from Surrogaté 
Fowler appointing her temporary ad- 
ministrator of the estate. She served 
notice at the same time that if a 
will bequeathing the entire estate “to 
a certain dther woman” is offered, 
' she will contest it. 
| Mrs. Shonts declares in her petition 
for temporary letters of administra- 
tion that she has made diligent but 
|unmsuccessful search for her hus- 
band's will. In 1904, she states, 
Shonts showed her a will in which 
she was named asthe sole beneficiary 
but she deciares she does not know 
' where this will is. 


Shortly before his death this fall, | 
she says, she was informed that her 
husband attempted to execute a will 


while he was lying fll, in which he 
/eut her off with “nothing, or prac- 
tically nothing,” and in which the 
greater part of his estate was be- 
queathed “to a certain woman in no 
way related to him or his family, 
‘either by blood or by marriage.” 
| She alleges that her husband had 
associated with this woman, whose 
identity is nowhere revealed, for some 
time, and 
her tnfluence for a considerable 
period prior to his death. 
At the time of his death, she as- 
serts, he was mentally incompetent 
/to execute a will and she served no- 
tice on the Surrogate that if such a 
will is offered for probate she wil! 
contest it and also oppose any efforts 
on the part of the “certain woman” 
te take out letters of administration. 
According to Mrs. Shonts, her hus- 
band left no real property in this 
State. but had personal property in| 
the form of securities and personal! 
belongings which amounted to $474,- 
000. She says also that furniture, 
rugs and paintings worth $50,000 in 
' the apartment he occupted have been 
removed by “someone who had no 
authority or right to do so.” Unless 
steps are taken by someone in au- 
thority appointed by the Court to re- 
‘cover these articles, she declares, 
they may be lost to the estate.

the Y. W. C. A. to make ae six 
months’ survey of conditions among 
women there and their needs, is 
touring the country reporting her 
observations to audiences arranged 
by the Y¥. W.C. A. To 8t. Louis this 
week she brought much interesting 
information and never failed to en- 
tertain with her lively narrative of 
personal adventures in the Latin 
Republics. 


The extreme contrasts of civiliza- 
tion she found there, each country 
being so insular unto itself, afforded 
one surprise after another. She 
found traveling difficult in countries 
where only one train ran per week, 
which train always seemed to have 
departed the day before her ship 
landed. The hotels were not con- 
ducted with any regard for’ the 
woman guest. Her Spanish lessons 
she was obliged to take in the public 
foyers, nothing else would have been 
| proper, and the voice of her teacher 
became increasingly loud as her 
stupidity increased so that strangers 
for blocks around could have par- 
taken of the lessons at her expense. 
When she asked for a newspaper she 
was told they were to be found only 
in the bars as no self-respecting 
ladies read the news. A quality com- 
mon to all the countries, she dis- 
covered, however, was an eagerness 
to learn of what is called the woman 
movement in this country. 

In Rio de Janeiro a small notice 
to the effect that she would speak 
upon this subject brought out an 
audience which filled the § Italian 
(pera House to the seventh gallery.
